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SINGAPORE MERCHANTS ON 
SHIPPING RINGS, 


(Continvad from page 3.) 


‘ The Rider by the Hon. Mr. John Andorson, 
in referenoo to the report.of the Sub-Committee 
of the Singapore Chamber of Commerce and 
Exchange on the questions submitted for answer 
vby the Royal Commission on Shipping Rings 
and Conferonoss, was as followa:— 

1. I regret thet I cannot, agree with the 
reply propounded by the other mombors of thig 
Committse to question No, 7. 

2. That quoation is :— 

Have combinations of, or co-opsrations 

ay Shipping Compsnins been productive 

of any beneficial results to British or 
Colonial trade during recent yoara by 
mousing stability of rates or in any other 
way 

3, To thie question the auawor of a majority 
of the Committee is as follows: 

Yea; in that cargo cau now be shipped to 
almost any port in the United Kingdom 
or Continent by better, faster, and more 
regular shipping opportunities, and the 
speculative element aa regards ratos of 
freight has now disappeared. This has 
assisted to create onsier fiancia! facilities, 
add remults in bet(or out-turn of tho 
‘cargo carried; and with that answer I 
entirely disagree. 

4. In my opinion tho answor to that ques‘ion 
should be:— | 

‘ho operations of combinations or co- 
operations by Shipping Companies 
have not been productiva of beneficial 
resulis to British or Colonial trade, 

5. On the points sdduced by my colleaguca in 
support of their reply to the question, E would 
remark as follows :— : 

‘(s) Their reply would be to suggort or imply 

that tho supply of Conference tonnage 
is. no regular and sufficient that the 
morcbaut shipper can obtain freight. 
carringe by the steamers of’ tho 
Conference a8 and whon ho requires. it, 
This, however, in practica is not the 

: case, ' 

Undor the regimo of the Conference, there 
certainly ‘have beea aud ara occasions when 
merchant shippers sre holplessly placed: at 
inconvenience aud loss by, inability to gat 
their cirgo shipped sway within tha fimo 
limit they have contracted for when selling 
it “forward.” Disappointmesta to the mor- 
chant shipper in his fulflmont, of his con- 
tracts for what aro known as “time bar- 
gain” ‘shipmenta—with no remedy whatever 
from the Steamship Company to the merchant 
shipper.—are not infrequent,—and for this the 
merchant shipper is powerless aa io remedy 
or compensation. He has to take and accept 
exactly what the Conferences chooses to give 
him; and is compelled to atcopt. whatever lime 
conditions suit tho carrying Steamship Co, If 
these suit the shipper good and well; if- they do 
not, then the shipper is helpless and without 


remedy, - 

(b) And better, faster, and: more. regular 
shipping opportunities that now exist ara 
not duo to the creation of the Conferaner; 
but have been the progrossivo outcome of 
a natural proe 98 of evolation in which 
indprovement in design, constraction, and 

. speed of carriers has beer aniversal, jnst 
as the “ tramp” steamer of to-day,—beset 
with compatition—has in the same 
reapects relatively boen improved as com- 
pared with the type of “tramp” steamer 
of earlier years, The Stonmabip Com- 
pinics. constituting the Conference have 
not-equipped themselves with larger and 
better steamers beoause of, or aa a result 
of the Conferences’; they have been | 
necessitated by the progression of science 
and requirements all the world over 
compelling the introduction of higher 
standards, . : : 

Tf the Conference had not como into creation, 
tho class and design of steamers that served this 
trade woul’ have had'to improve with the tide: 
of the times just as they have done. If the’ 
argument thatthese improvementa ara bacanse 
of the Conferanca combination is to be carried to 
its logical conclusion, then it should almost 
follow . that, “if. the Conferenco be now 
extinguished, we should havo to. revert to 
steamghip carriers of the old order or class. 

» (0) Tn my oyinion -the ruggestion that a 
“speculative eloment ” in frvights existed 
in times prior to. the creation of the 
Conference, has no greater bearing on 
this qdestion in favour of the Conferance 
than would a referanca to the speculative 

* element in the buying or eelling prices 
or tha. supply of and demand for the 
produco of these parts, Thatisall in the |: 
nature of trade, and so also wore the rises 
or falls in freights prior to the creation: 
of the Conforenca when those wero 
deyondent on the natural and automatic 
jaw of supply and domand, ieee 

- Tfunforeseen or nn-xpected jumpa in freight- 

rates ‘are to be reckoued 08 a “speculative | 

factor”: of disadvantage to our trade, then 


freight rates arbitrarily ‘impored by the Con- |, 
ference by command from ita head quarters in 
Eorope,—even agrinist tho. judgmont, of local 
agents of conforonoo steamships, .—moy gert inly | 
be described as a “speculative eloment” in 
freights, introduced by the Conference. Et is 
never in one mouth known for a cartainty what: 
Conference rates of fraight may be for the noxt 
month, and there ‘ave beon inatances at tha 
handa of the Conferences of cerious dislocations 
imposed in this respect. ve 

One point can, I believe, be Jaid down with 
certainty as against the somewhat farfolched 
suggestion that in. pra-Conferenca times a 
“ speculative element” in freight was a material 
consideration, and that is,-that in the com- 
mercial history of Singapore no merchant or 
person has ever been known to como to grief 
by speculation in freight rates, In the full 
sense of the expression, the introdaction of the 
term or (he argument. is not in my opinion 
‘warranted. : : 

Tn years prior to the creation of the Con- 
forencs tha trade of Singapore never for want 
cf freight-room cased to go o continuously 
and to incroase. 

{d) As to the suggestion of ‘better ont-turn 
of cargo by reason of the oristence of: 
the Conference, this’ is not borne out 
hy the axperience of all Straits mer- 
chanta, It ia porbaps 4 somewhat natural 
result - that in hugs modern carriers 
in whioh, let. it be said, that 2,000 or. 
3,000 tous of cargo ure pat into one 
compartment, tier upon tier, superim- 
posed in weight and. pressure.one upon 
the other, certain classes of grods cinnot 
have the same chanos of f vourable out- 
turn as would hava’ been the case by a 
carrier of prst times wherein the whole 
cargo divided throughout three or four 
holds w-ld not haya amounted to much 
moro in lhe aggregate than 3,{100 tons, 

Ore result of the conferences bas beon, speak- 
ing generally, disregard for, or indifference to, 
the reprorentations and interests of local mer- 
chant shippers, E

Singapore, I should hope it is unneces- 
sary to. do moro than point out that such 
extended and improved Banking focllitiea 
as now exist are due not to the 
existence or working of a Shipping 
Combination, bat to an expansion of the 
volume of trade the increase in’ which 
has incited keen Banking compotition, 
That this is the case is surely inticated 
by there being about nine Banks and 
Bank sgonvics: actively engaged in the 
Strpits to-day, as compared with four or 
vo in pre-Conroréhed fitnag, 

Rednoed rates of Marine Tnsurance 
(where snoh have come into operation) 
are common to all parts of tho world 
arising from the-avolation which has 
brought about not only improvement in 
material, personnel, and ssionce relating 
to the covstruolion of ships and their 
navigation, but also increased compotition 
among underwriters for business. . 

6. There has, from time to time on this 
subject of Shipping Conferences, bean streas 
laid by the reprosentativer of the Conferonca 
on tho existence of agreements mutually entered 
into between merchant shippera and tho 
combination ‘of steamship companies which 
comprise the Conference. I deem it right, 
therefore, to take this opportuoity of emphasi- 
sing that no binding ogreement in the full and 
true sense of that word exists between the 
merchant shipper sod the steamship companies 
comprising the Conference. ‘The merchant 
shipper is given the option—ou certain. eon-

self-—-of taking whatever deferred bonusos may 
be proposed to him by the combined steamship 
companies,—or he can go without thes and 
“ahift” for himself, with the certainty of 
resultant loss and disastrous disabilities, Any 
agrement in its formal and genuine sense ‘is 
one existing between the different Companies 
themselves that form the combiuation of steam. 
ship owners. 

The fact may he exemplified when the poasi- 
ble situation is suggostad of certain powerful 
steamship companies of the British seclion of 
the conference, falling out and competing with 
equally powerful Foreign companies forming’, 
the continental section of the combination, In 
thatevand a war of open competition in froight- 
rates would be the inevitable result,—and whore 
then would exist the so-called “agroement” as 
far as concerns the merchant shippors? In 
such an eventuality, the morchant shipper would 
bo a8 little considered aa a party to be cousulted 
or'to ba concerned in the sudden termiuation of 
the combination, as he has-ia the past been oon- 
sulled on'a Monday morning, when, he hae been 
told that whether ho likes or dislikes it, tho im- 
porious dictators of the Conforenoa sitting in o 
London Board room hava decreed—rogardless 
of alllocal considorations— that the froight rate 
on his Tin from Singapore to Europe has from 
that movement bean ‘raised 15 per cont, or 20 
per cont.—-Strait Times,
